JEAN MONNET SENDS PERSONAL REGARDS TO DR. KISSINGER AND ASKS 
THAT THE FOLLOWING PASSAGE FROM THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE 
ACTION COMMITTEE FOR THE UNITED STATES OF EUROPE AT ITS 18 TH 
SESSION IN BRUSSELS ON MAY 3 AND 4 BE BROUGHT TO HIS ATTENTION: 
BEGIN QUOTE 

II. ENSURING THAT THE DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND 
THE EUROPEAN ECONOMIC COMMUNITY TAKE PLACE IN A CHANGED 
CLIMATE AND ON AN EQUAL FOOTING. 

8. THE TREND OF RELATIONS BETWEEN EUROPE AND AMERICA IS 
OF MAJOR IMPORTANCE FOR THE FUTURE OF BOTH OF THEM 
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AND OF THE REST OE THE WORLD. 

THE COMMITTEE IS CONVINCED THAT THE PROBLEMS TO BE 
SOLVED ARE LIMITED IN CHARACTER COMPARED WITH THE COMMON 
INTEREST OE AMERICA AND WESTERN EUROPE IN EACH OTHER' S PROSPERITY 
AND SECURITY. AMERICA AND WESTERN EUROPE, WITH THEIR DISTINCT PER- 
SONALITIES, BOTH BASE THEIR POLITICAL, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVEL- 
OPMENT ON FREEDOM. 

THE CONSTRUCTION DIALOGUE WITH THE UNITED STATES, JAPAN, CANADA 
AND OTHER INDUSTRIALISED TRADING PARTNERS, ENVISAGED BY THE 
( EUROPEAN) SUMMIT, MUST TAKE PLACE IN A SPIRIT OF CO- OPERATION. 

AN ADVERSARY RELATIONSHIP IS TO BE AVOIDED. IT IS ESSENTIAL THAT 
THE VARIOUS QUESTIONS AT ISSUE SHOULD BE DISCUSSED WITHOUT MUTUAL 
RECRIMINATION EACH IN THE APPROPRIATE EORM. 

9. IT IS VITAL THAT THE COUNTRIES OF THE COMMUNITY ORGANISE 
THEMSELVES SO AS TO ENSURE THEIR SOLID ARTIY AND TO ENABLE THEM TO 
SPEAK WITH A SINGLE VOICE. 

IE THE COMMUNITY IS THUS ABLE TO NEGOTIATE AND TO ENTER INTO 
COMMITMENTS ON AN EQUAL FOOTING, THE COMMITTEE HAS NO DOUBT THAT 
THE NECESSARY CO- OPERATION WOULD BE ESTABLISHED WHICH WILL ENABLE 
THE COMMUNITY, THE UNITED STATES, JAPAN, CANADA AND OTHER INDUS- 
TRIALISED TRADING PARTNERS TO ESTABLISH A VIABLE WORLD TRADE 
AND MONETARY SYSTEM. 

10. THE COMMITTEE NOTES THAT IMPORTANT STATEMENT MADE ON BEHALE 
OE THE PRESIDENT OE THE UNITED STATES BY DR. KISSINGER ON 23 APRIL. 

THE COMMITTEE BELIEVES THAT THE COMMUNITY SHOULD RESPOND ACTIVELY 
TO THIS ATTEMPT TO PUT US/ EUROPEAN RELATIONS ON A NEW EOOTING. 

THE EXAMINATION IN COMMON ON A BASIS OE EQUALITY OE THE 
TWO VIEW- POINTS - THE AMERICAN AND THE EUROPEAN - SHOULD ENABLE 
THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A BALANCED AND ERIENDLY DIALOGUE BETWEEN 
THE U. S. AND EUROPE ON AN EQUAL EOOTING AS EUROPE PROCEEDS 
TOWARDS 
UNION IN 1980. 

THE COMMITTEE SUGGESTS THAT TWO INDEPENDENT PERSONS SHOULD 
BE DESIGNATED, ONE BY THE UNITED STATES AND THE OTHER BY THE 
COMMUNITY, TO DRAW UP WITH ALL SPEED AN INVENTORY OE THE VARIOUS 
TRADE AND MONETARY PROBLEMS TO BE NEGOTIATED AND TO ASSESS 
THEIR RELATIVE IMPORTANCE. 

THESE PERSONS WOULD NOT NEGOTIATE, THEY WOULD MAKE AN 
INDEPENDENT ASSESSMENT OE THE DIEEICULTIES TO BE SOLVED AND THE 
POINTS ON WHICH THE MAIN EEEORTS SHOULD BE CONCENTRATED, PARTICU- 
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EARLY IN THE LIGHT OE THE TRADE AND MONETARY CHANGES WHICH HAVE 
OCCURRED IN THE LAST TWO YEARS. IN THIS WAY, THE LEADERS OE 
THE UNITED STATES AND THE COMMUNITY WILL, AT THE HIGHEST LEVEL, 

BE ABLE TO PROMOTE A PROSITIVE OUTCOME TO THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

THE COMMITTEE IS CONVINCED THAT IE THIS WORK IS DONE, THEN 
THE DIFFICULTIES WILL BE CUT DOWN TO SIZE, SOME OF THEM WILL 
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PROVE TO BE QUITE SECONDARY AND THE NECESSARY NEGOTIATIONS CAN 
BE PURSUED IN A CHANGED CLIMATE AND WITH A DETERMINATION TO 
ARRIVE AT MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS COMPROMISES. END QUOTE IRWIN
